HOW TO FIND URANUS. 


(FROM OUR ASTRONOMICAL CorresPdnpent.) 


THE PLANETS :— a 

Mercury is a morning star till the 19th, 
with a possibility of naked-eye visibility in 
the early days of the month. Venus rises in 
the small hours. a little after 3.30 a.m. on 
the 
the month. ! 
this is due to increasing lateness of sunrise, 


approach to the Sun’s neighbourhood. Her 
phase is nearly full, and her interest as a 
telescopic object small. .Mars now rises before 
9 p.m., and his increasing brightness is he- 
inning to rival Jupiter. Though not in 
Dppositian till November 4th, he is already 
worth close telescopic scrutiny, by those 
possessing instruments of sufficient power. 
The South Polar snow-cap is large and con- 
spicuous, but diminishing in area as the 
spring ef that hemisphere advances. . 

Jupiter is the most conspicuous’ object in 
the evening sky, after the Moon. He was.in 
Opposition on August 15th, and now rises an 
hour before sunset. His altitude will not be 
sufficient at any time this year to make. him 
a very satisfactory object in the telescope ; 
but his satellites and the main “features of 
his surface are always within reach of a 
moderate telescope. Next to the four 
‘’Galilean’’ satellites and the cloud-belts, 
the most interesting features of the planet 
are the periodical transits of the shadows of 
the. satellites across the face of the planet. 
Shadow transits will take place at ment 
evening hours on the 2nd, 5th, 9th, 12th, 
14th. 19th, 21st, 26th, 27th, 28th and 30th. 
Saturn now sets so soon after the Sun that 
he is hardly on the observing list. 

Uranus will be in Opposition on the 21st. 
He is very near the Equator and the First 
Point of - Aries, but in the constellation 
Pisces, in a region almost destitute of stars. 
He is, therefore, rather easier than usual to 
find, without Nhe help of an equatorial or a 
star map. If the naked-eye observer will 
look out the Great Square of Pegasus— 
always easy to identify at this time of year, 
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being due South at midnight in the end of 
September—and will look a little below it, 
he will see three fourth magnitude stars in 
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1st, and three minutes per day later all '

The Full Moon on fee 2ist will be 
“Harvest Moon” The Harvest Moon 
that Full Moon which falls nearest to the 
date of the Autumn Equinox. As this Full 
Moon falls on the 21st, or only two days be- 
fore the actual date of the Equinox (Sep- 
tember 23rd, at 7.27 p.m.), it possesses the 
characteristics of the: Harvest Moon almost 
to the maximum possible extent. That is to 
say, the Moon’s “ retardation of rising ’’ be- 
tween one day and the next is nearly the 
smallest possible. The net result is that the 
Moon, though full on the 2ist, rises. before 
midnight till the last day of September. The 
Moon is also in Perigee, or at her nearest 
to the Earth, on the 21st. Unusually high 
tides may therefore be expected on the 21st, 
and till the 24th. Should strong winds from 
the S. or 8S.E. prevail at that time, low 
grounds near the sea or tidal waters may be 
flooded. Nights of. greatest moonlight will 
be those from the 16th to the 25th. 

The Moon will be in conjunction with Venus 
on the Sth, with Mercury on the 6th, with 
Jupiter on the 19th, and with Mars on the 
25th. None of the approaches will be at all 
close; but the approach of the thin crescent 
of the waning Moon to Venus, in the early 
morning twilight of the 5th, will be a beauti- 
ful sight, especially if the air is clear enough 
to show up the ‘‘earthlight’’ on the dark 
hemisphere of the Moon. The Moon rises at 
5.3 a.m. and Venus at 3.21 on that day. —

The Great. Square of Pegasus has nearly 
reached the meridian, as also has the bright 
star Fomalhaut, which may be seen very low 
down, on the verge of the Southern horizon. 


So far South is this star that it never rises% 


above the horizon of the Shetland Islands. 
Tbe region about the meridian at this time ‘s 
blank of very bright stars. Of the four 
forming the Great Square, only one, Alpha 
Andromede, reaches the second magnitude, so 
that Fomalhaut stands alone. Westwards the 
eye picks up the three great white stars, 
Deneb, Vega and Altair,\ while further West 
are Hercules’ and Corom Ophiuchus and 
Serpens are setting. : sé 

obthe East the comparative dearth of 
bright stars extends to near the North-Eastern 
horizon, where shine Aldebaran and Capella, 
with the Hyades and Pleiades. From the 
before-mentioned Alpha Andromede, which 
forms the North-Eastern angle of the Great 
Square, a curved line of second magnitude 
stars, very equally spaced, leads eastwards 
into Perseus. -TFhe stars are sac 
Beta, and Gamma : Andromeda and Alpha 
Persei. These, with Beta Pegasi, the 
North-Western angle. of the Great Square, 
form a curved line of six, very easily identified

[rom théir brightness and even spacing, the 
intervals being all nearly equal to the length 
of the sides of the Square. The last in the 
cow, Alpha Persei, is part of a curved group 
recalling the blade of a Turkish scimitar, and 
known as the Sword of Perseus. The star at 
the point, Eta Persei, is a very fine double, 
yellow and blue. easy to a small telescope. 
uimma Andromede is one of the most re- 
markable objects in the heavens, and a sight 
of never-to-be-forgotten beauty to thse for- 
tunate enough to see it with an instrument oí 
sufficient power. To begin with, /it is a 
denble, consisting of. a bright orange star, 
with a blue companion, forming a pair easy to 
a small telescope; but a powerful telescope 
reveals the blue star as again double, the 
components being sky-blue ang violet. In the 
near future I hope to give réaders an article 
on Double-Sun Systems, in which the pos- 
sibilities of this and other similar double stars 
will be discussed. 
jelow the line joining Gamma Andromede 
and Alpha Persei is another second magnitude 
star (or, rather, usually second magnitude). 
This is Algol, the weird variable, whose un- 
canny winking got for him from the Arabs 
the title of “The Demon”; for that is 
what Algol means. Beta and Gamma Andro- 
mede,. with Algol, and a third magnitude 
star, Beta Trianguli, form a very symmetrical 
lozenge-shaped figure—what Euclid calls a 
‘“‘rhombus.”’ . This is easily picked out. and 
forms an additional method of finding . our 
way in this not very brilliant, but extremely 
interesting, region of the heavens. Between 
the above-described curve of stars and the 
Pole the eye easily identifies Cassiopeia. and 
between the Sword of Perseus and Cassiopeia 
on a dark night the eye picks: out a sort of 
knot in the Milky Way. This is the Great 
Cluster*in Perseus, sometimes well-named the 
‘“ Jeweller’s Shop.” In a moderate telescope 
it is a dense mass of blazi ig stars, many of 
them coloured, a sigh” of overpowering 
magnificence never to be forgotten, suggesting 
the diamonds, rubies, emeralds, topazes and 
many Other stones joining their coloured lights 
in a tray of the finest jewellery. a 
Below the Pole the Great Bear occupies 
most of the picture.
